No one has 4n 
absolutely majority In the House 
of Commons, and the numerically 
strongest, by reason of the fact, if 
for no other reason, that it de- 
clared it was not prepared to con- 
tinue in office without powers to 
erect tarfff walls and dissolved 
Parliament to get that power, 
ought not to be allowed to remain 
the Government. The other two 
parties have, therefore, to consider 
whether they will take office, 
whether as Government they can 
serve the nation usefully and at 
the same time keep their distinc-

Asks New York Legislature to Re- 
quest State’s Representatives to 
Lay Memorial Before Congress. 

By the Associated Press. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 2.—Fur- 
ther efforts for modification of the 
Volstead act were suggested in 
Gov. Smith’s message to the new 
Legislature today. He urged that 
New York’s representatives be 
asked to lay before the present 
Congress a memorial to Congress 
adopted by the last Legislature. 
“The last session of the Legis- 
lature,”’ said the message, ‘‘mem- 
orialized Congress by resolution to 
change the present narrow, sense- 
less definition of what constitutes 
an intoxicating beverage as set 
forth in the Volstead Act, to the 
end that there may be permitted 
the manufacture and sale of light 
wines and beer under the careful 
restrictions set forth in our legis- 
lative enactment of 1920.” (This 
enactment was a law legalizing the 
manufacture and sale of 2.75 per 
cent beer, which we declared un- 
constitutional by State courts.) He 
pointed out that the Legislature 
had repealed the State enforcemet 
law, but said this could not bring 
a change in the definition of what 
constituted an intoxicant. 

Gov. Smith asked that the State 


commission for regulation of mo- 
tion pictures be abolished, urged 
reduction of the State income tax 
by 25 per cent, a 48-hour maximum 
week for women and miners in in- 
dustry, with a minimum wage com- 
mission.

by Reductions. Found in 
Comptroller’s Inquiry. 


Two instances of reduction of as- 
sessments, both of them ‘running 
through the years 1919, 1920 and 


1921, and afmounting to a total cut 
of $65,620 in assessment, and a 
loss to the city of $1610.16 in taxes, 
were found today in the Comptrol- 
ler’'s inquiry into the assessment 
lists of those years. 

The instances found were those 
of preperty on Frank!in avenue, 
owned by Jullus L. Freund, and of 
property on Kingsbury avenue 
owned by Julius L. and Duana 
Freund, the reductions on the 
Freund assessment amounting to 
$38,820 for the three years, and 
of property on Cabanne avenue, 
owned by Charles and Franzeska 
Grimm, reduced $26,800 in the 
same period. | 

Neither the Grimms nor the 
Freunds figured among those who 
were found to have received such 
reductions for 1923. 

These changes are-listed as era- 
sures or deliberate errors by the 
Comptroller’s office. Two other 
cases in which changes were found 
but which clearly appear to be >r- 
rors in copying records, were also 
discovered today. 

The reductions appear by cdm- 
parison of the Assessor's blotter 
book, on which the official figures 
appear, with the tax hooks fur- 
nished by the Assessor, through the 
Comptroller's office, as a basis for 
the bills sent out by the Collector. 
In five separate instances, in the 
Freund case, and in three separate 
instances in the Grimm case, the 
figures were copied wrong in the 
transcription to the tax books. and 
each time the difference was heav- 
ily in favor of the taxpayer. 

Grand Jury to Resume Inquiry. 

The grand jury investigation into 
tax assessment frauds will be re- 
sumed tomorrow afternoon, with a 
possibility of further indictments. 
Circuit Attorney Sidener today de- 
clined to name the witnesses who 
are to appear before the jury, put 
it is expected Henry Zeiss of 5419.
